NEW WAY 
OF TAKING 
MEDICINE 


By HermanN. Bundesen, M.D. 
HIE so-called acrosal treatment, 
developed during the past few 
years, gives-ihe doctor still another 
‘method of giving needed drugs by 
the simple means.of having the pa- 
tient breathe them. . 

The selection drug is put: into so- 
lution which is then turned into a 
very fine mist by means of a high- 
power  atormlzer, By breathing 
this mist, the patient brings the 
drug into the most inaccessible 
parts of the air passages and lungs. 


_ Special. Apparatus 

Hospitals have ‘special ‘apparatus 
for converting the solution into a 
mist by blowing a current of oxygen 
through it. Simpler ones are now 
available for home use, though it 
should be sald at the outset that the 
ordinary atomizer in current .use 
will not do the trick since it does 
not give a fine enough spray to 
penetrate: deeply into the air 
passuges. P 

Aerosol therapy may be used for 
two purposes. One js to give the 
general, effects of such a prepara- 
tion as penicillin. When the peni- 
cillin is breathed into the lung, It is 
absorbed inte the blood and thus 
“may be effective in overcoming in- 
fectlons In various parts of {the 
body. The acrosot penicillin may be 
-ystd-in -the-home-when -a- nurse-is 
not available to’ give the penicillin 
by .injection. > : 

However, the greatest effects are 
obtained from the actlon of the 
penicillin on the lung tissues. Thus, 
jt may-be employed in. the ‘treat- 
ment of infections of the trachea or 
‘windpipe, the bronchi or tubes in 
the lungs, and pneumonia, which is 
an Infection of the lung tissues, 

Chronic or long-continued Infec- 
tion of the lungs also may be sided 
by this form of treatment, For ex- 
ample, .it {s-used in chronic bron-~ 
chitls and in. bronchi-ectasis, a con- 
dition in which the bronchi are dl- 
lated or enlarged. 


Affected Lung 

Sometimes, In cases of bronchi- 
ectasis, operations are required for 
the removal of a_ portion of the 
affected lung. Prior to operation, 
aerosol trealment may be extreme- 
ly useful in reducing the dangers 
of the operative procedures, 

Substances other than penicillin 
may. be given in the form of. an 
uerosol. In certain conditions, 
such as chronic bronchitis, there may 
be a collection of excessive amounts 
of mucus in the bronchi, and swell- 
ing of the lining membrane. The 
giving of eplnephrine in the form of 
an aerosol: may ald greatly in 
shrinking ‘these Hning membranes, 
and-getting rid of the mucus, and 
opening up the air passages, © 

Aerosol administration of cpine- 
phrine may also be employed in 
tho treatment of asthma, It would 
seem that, this form of treatment for. 
asthma. isnot employed ag often as. 
it might be, x _

Surrender Tragic 

To let the poor youngster ery for 

a few hours and then surrender to 
him would be tragic. The longer a 
child erles before he finally wins the 
longer he will ery next time. The 
freater his effort the richer the re- 
ward. T wish all young mothers 
would keep in mind this simple 
principle. Any mother Ietting en 
infant cry it out should remain in 
easy hearing distance to make sure 
he docs not suffocate. ae

Hope Of Medicine 


Dr Best said the hope of medical 
science is to develop a longer-lasting 
insulin, one‘ that may require but 
cone Injection every few days. In 
most -cases = ‘today, insulin {s: taken 
‘once a day, but In more severe cases 
two injections are-.taken: eyery 24 
hours, . . . 

Dr Best sald ‘there {s: not much 
hope that Insulin will ever. be taken 
by the mouth. He added, however, 
that researchers have not abandoned 
hope and that work is going on con- 
stantly, . trying to improve the 
effectiveness of insulin, +. 

“Discovery of insulin,”. according 
to Dr Best, “opened up as many 
problems as it answered.”
